Now in the 
formative stages, Mexico’s rehabili- 
tation center will be established with 
the help of the International Coop- 
eration Administration, which Ls part 
of the Foreign Operations Adminis- 
tration, a new department to handle 
all foreign aid. 

Local rehabilitation experts have 
also been asked to confer with Mexi- 
can industrialists regarding job 
placement for the physically handi- 
capped. 


The corpsmen. all from NP Serv- 
ice, volunteered their services through 
Miss Marie Adams, Red Cross Field 
Dii ector, offering to go wherever 
they were needed. They were sent to 
the evacuee shelter in the gymnasium 
at Centerville High School, there 
assisting the temporarily homeless in 
every way possible from Friday night, 
23 December, until noon on Christ- 
mas day. They handled a variety of 
jobs— serving food and hot coffee, 
moving in a TV set and radio to en- 
tertain the children, trucking in sup- 
plies irom Oakland Chapter, and 
helping in numerous other ways, do- 
ing each task assigned in an exem- 
plary manner.

American Red Cross Seeks Aid 
For California Flood Victims 


The American Red Cross is raising 
money to help California flood suf- 
ferers in Northern California, where 
approximately $8,000,000 will be nec- 
essary to restore homes and busi- 
nesses left in shambles by the flood 
waters. 

Figures compiled at Pacific Area 
disaster headquarters when the flood 
had subsided showed 30,861 families 
affected in the disaster areas; 1,038 
homes destroyed: 18,633 homes dam- 
aged; 694 other buildings destroyed; 
3.148 other buildings damaged; 4,563 
people in shelters; 19,226 people be- 
ing fed; registration to date Tor long- 
term aid. 3.262; estimated total reg- 
istration. 10,000. 


Federal monies will be allocated 
for repair of roads, bridges, public 
buildings and utilities, and for low 
co c t loans to private citizens, espe- 
cially businessmen, but Red Cross 
help is for people who have no other 
place to turn and cannot bear their 
burden alcne without suffering. 

Red Cross help is an outright gift, 
based on need alone and not on abil- 
ity to repay. 

No concerted drive for funds will 
be made at Oak Knoll, but voluntary 
contributions for flood relief may be 
made to the Red Cross Field Direc- 
tor, Miss Marie Adams, topside Build- 
ing 38.

When we take a magnifying glass and look at something through its lens, 
we see what is very much larger than the object at which we are actually 
looking: the bulk is only apparent. Thus a flea may be made to look as huge 
as an elephant. But what sane person would believe that such a flea were 
really as huge as an elephant? Yet the vainglorious person magnifies him- 
self in his own eyes until he appears even greater than the Creator Himself. 
A little consideration of our infinite Creator and the insignificance of His 
creatures in comparison to Him would preserve us from such pride. However, 
to avoid becoming vainglorious does not mean that we should avoid the 
doing of good deeds. No, that would be false humility. But we must be care- 
ful to make a good intention for our good deeds. It is proper and much to be 
recommended that we make this good intention at least every morning. This 
will help us to attribute all our virtue to God alone, as is just and right. 

If we stop to consider the great utility of humility, we must come to the 
conclusion that it is not only a necessary virtue, but a great cure-all for 
human evils and sufferings. In trials we are taught how frail we are; in suf- 
fering how unstable and unsure of our footirig; in dryness of soul how 
dependent we are on God in all things. There is no cure for vainglory but 
humility; if this medicine is spurned, there is no escaping disease; but if 
it is embraced and used, then there is no disease that one cannot escape or 
be cured of. 

The amusing story of Abbot Aaron, who slyly contrived that the Abbots 
should take precedence according to alphabetical order, thus making himself 
first, holds a deep lesson. After he was punished, he himself saw so well into 
the inevitable punishing effect of pride that he changed his name to 
Zyzigius, thus making himself last in rank. In all nature we see this truth in 
evidence: Whoever exalts himself is sooner or later lowered; and vice versa.

Sergeant Supports 
March of Dimes-- 
With Good Reason 


S/SGT Clifford O. Martin, USMC, 
and his wife, Sylvia, of Berkeley, are 
two of the March of Dimes’ most en- 
thusiastic supporters, and they have 
plenty of reason to be. 

On 10 October 1954 Sylvia deliv- 
ered a baby boy at Oak Knoll. A few 
hours later it was apparent that the 
22-year-old mother had been stricken 
by poliomyelitis. Seven days later the 
baby developed all the symptoms of 
the crippling disease. During the 
acute stage of her illness, Sylvia was 
treated at the Highland Hospital 
polio center, but she returned to Oak 
Knoll’s Dependent Service to stay for 
months of Physical Therapy, Occu- 
pational Therapy, and other treat- 
ment through which she overcame to 
a large extent the paralysis that had 
affected her neck, shoulder, back and 
legs. After graduating from bed to 
wheelchair and eventually relearning 
to walk, Sylvia was able to go home. 
The little boy, Kenneth, received 
specialized care provided by the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis at Children’s Hospital of 
the East Bay and was then removed 
to a private home, coming to the 
Outpatient Clinic at Oak Knoll, 
regularly for treatment. Two other 
children, Shirley Anne and Donald, 
then 2 and 1, were cared for by their 
grandparents. 

During all these months the bills 
mounted. Even at the low rate of $1.75 
a day, the mother’s bill on 6 April. 
1955, when she was finally able to go 
home, had added up to $290.50, a 
staggering sum for a young sergeant 
with many problems still to face. 

Through arrangements made by 
the hospital, the National Foundation 
took over where the Martins’ cash 
ended. 

“Thanks to the Foundation and the 
March of Dimes, we didn't have to 
add debts to our other misfortunes, 
and believe me, we are a grateful 
family, and we are going to make 
some contribution, however small, 
to the March of Dimes every year. 
We want to make sure Mary Marie, 
our new daughter (born at Oak Knoll 
a week ago' will have every possible 
protection from this disease — the pro- 
tection that is steadily increasing as 
a result of medical research made

Radio Free Europe is a network of 
29 powerful transmitters and relay 
stations in West Germany and Port- 
ugal. It broadcasts new? from the 
free world to the five key satellite 
countries for as much as 20 hours a 
day, and Free Europe Press supple- 
ments the broadcasts by sending mil- 
lions of leaflets and miniature news- 
papers across the Iron Curtain every 
month by balloon. Their effectiveness 
is shown by the fact that Russia 
spends more money on jamming the 
transmitters and shooting down the 
balloons than the Americans spend 
on the equipment they use.

The vast majority of the people in 
these captive countries are opposed 
to the Communist regime. As long as 
this opposition is kept alive, as long 
as these people continue to oppose 
their Soviet masters, as long as they 
continue to believe in and work for 
eventual freedom — the position of 
Soviet Communism is weakened, and 
the position of the Free World 
strengthened.

Navy Mutual Aid Association Now Pays 
Beneficiary $1,000 Terminal Dividend 


The Board of Directors of the Navy 
Mutual Aid Association on 18 Novem- 
ber 1955 voted to pay a $1,000 ter- 
minal dividend to the designated 
beneficiary of any member whose 
death shall occur after that date.

The increase in 
the terminal dividend from $500 to 
$1,000 was voted by the Directors 
after review of the Association’s 
earnings and general financial con- 
dition. Future dividends will be de- 
termined annually by the Board. 

The Association, in announcing the 
dividend, explained that all members 
will share equally in the increased 
benefit, irrespective of length of 
membership. It was stated that the 
policy of increased benefits to sur- 
vivors was in keeping with the basic 


philosophy of the association, which 
is to provide dependents of members 
the greatest possible benefits at the 
least possible cost.

For remember, the 
Church is accepted or rejected by the world not on the basis of its buildings 
alone, but by the living example of Christians.

Oakland 4th in 
Baby Production 

Knowing his wife and children will 
be well cared for whether he is at sea 
or ashore or serving in a foreign land 
is the key to success for many a serv- 
ice man, who. without this knowl- 
edge, could never be completely 
happy serving his country, regard- 
less of what a patriotic fellow he 
may be. 

The Dependent Service at Oak 
, Knoll, as at other large Naval hos- 
pitals. provides the assurance every 
fighting man needs by providing the 
best possible care for his dependents. 
Headed by CAPT Roy W. Tandy, this 
"hospital within a hospital” where 
the Navy takes care of its own, is one 
of the busiest sections on the com- 
pound. Appointment books (like 
many of the patients) bulge at the 
seams throughout the day, and emer- 
gencies and babies continue to arrive 
far into the night. 

Maternity is the most frequent 
cause for hospitalization of depend- 
ents. In 1955 a total of 2,686 babies 
were born at Oak Knoll, making this 
hospital the fourth most prolific in 
the Navy. Portsmouth, Va., had 5,496 
babies in 1955; San Diego, 4,286; and 
Corona. 3,757. Included in Oak Knoll’s 
total were triplets, the second set 
born here in the hospital’s 13% year 
history, and 26 pairs of twins. 

According to the laundry crew more 
than 40 dozen diapers a day go 
through the local wash. It is inter- 
esting to note that this man’s Navy 
— long famous for its bell-bottomed, 
many-buttoned pants — has yet to 
give official recognition to the need 
for the three-cornered pin-on variety. 
Hence it has become traditional for 
each mother to contribute six to the 
hospital when her baby arrives. For- 
mula, once a chore for the staff, is 
now delivered to local refrigerators 
each morning by a commercial estab- 
lishment that makes meals to order 
for young customers. 

Prenatal care begins in the third 
month and continues at more fre- 
quent intervals until the baby arrives. 
A book of instructions, especially pre- 
pared by Dr. Tandy and his staff, is 
given to each expectant mother so 
that she will know how to care for 
herself and her child. Another valu- 
able part ol the training for mother- 
hood is the baby-care class conducted 
twice weekly by Betty Gorman, Navy 
Relief nurse, who also makes home 
calls whenever follow-up services are 
needed. 

Since the average stay for mater- 
nity cases is three days, cost of “the

Babies Are Bargains 
In Naval Hospital

stork’s visit” is $5.25. Clinic calls are 
free. When a baby arrives too soon, 
he must be kept in the premature 
nursery, living in an "incubator” 
until he is big enough to face the out- 
side world — until he can push the 
scales up to five pounds. Even the 
tiniest patient must pay room and 
board; so his father’s bill may mount 
— still at the rate of $1.75 a day. 

Another most important part of the 
Dependent Service is the Pediatrics 
Branch, where CAPT Milton Kurzrok 
and his staff take care of sick and 
injured children ranging in age from 
newborn to 12 years. Broken bones 
are mended, tonsils removed, cleft 
palates repaired. Problems treated 
are almost as varied as the children’s 
personalities. In this section, as in 
the maternity wards, Navy doctors, 
nurses, corpsmen, Waves, and civilian 
attendants share the responsibility 
for care of the patients. An added 
service in Pediatrics is that provided 
by Red Cross Nurses’ Aides, who vol- 
unteer their time regularly to enter- 
tain the children, give babies their 
bottles, and relieve the staff of many 
other minor duties. 

Sick and injured wives as well as 
pregnant ones come in for their share 
of attention on the gynecological and 
general medical and surgical wards 
for dependents. The volume of work 
accomplished by Dr. Tandy and his 
staff is shown by the fact that during 
1955 the Dependent Service treated 
6,545 inpatients, and saw 95,479 more 
at the outpatient clinic.

babies here — isn’t there a discount 
for the fourth!” 

“The bill was so small. I thought it 
wasn’t worth paying.” 

And then there was the officer from 
somewhere who objected^ to paying 
$1.75 a day for his wife’s care. “This 
charge, I understand, just covers 
meals, and my wife didn’t feel like 
eating — left everything on her tray.” 

Such conversations (most of them 
pleasant, a few that could not be 
printed) and a great deal of cash pass 
through the small window in the De- 
pendents Service marked “Collection 
Agent,” where Mrs. Anna P. Stone 
has been doing a big job for the hos- 
pital since she joined the staff in 
August 1946. Assisting her in this 
important and not always pleasant 
job are Yo Kumagai, Virginia Trench, 
and John Coronado, HN. 

As collection agent, Mrs. Stone is 
responsible for all moneys received 
for hospitalization, rental and utili- 
ties at Santa Cruz Island housing 
project, food services to military and 
civilian personnel, and fees paid for 
a long list of other minor services. 

Each time the chow hall cash regis- 
ter rings up a 35 cent breakfast there 
is another job for Mrs. Stone and her 
small staff, for complete accounting 
of every penny received must be made 
to Disbursing, thence to the Bureau. 
Collecting from bed patients provides 
plenty of exercise for the staff, all of 
whom are bonded to handle money, 
except the corpsman, since he is usu- 


ally a short-term employee. No pa- 
tient is seen without approval of the 
ward nurse, and collectors try to give 
the best service possible in every way. 

“Some patients hate to see us 
come, but others pay just a day or 
two at a time so they know they will 
have a visitor again. You see, they 
don’t all think I’m an ogre,” vivacious 
Mrs. Stone happily reports in a 
marked Russian accent. (She has 
been in America for only 33 years.) 

“Many of our patients remember 
us kindly even if we took their money 
away. Once some one even brought 
us a box of candy. I was shocked!” 
Mrs. Stone told the OAK LEAF re- 
porter. 

Ogre or not, Mrs. Stone collects. 
She has one of the best, if not the 
best, collection records among all Bu- 
Med activities, and her books never

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The basic theme of the Jewish Holy Day of Passover, which this year falls 
between 27 March and 3 April, is the quest for freedom.

Only then shall we be free to know 
God. The Psalmist was right when he said, “Lord, who shall abide in Thy 
tabernacle? ... He that walketh uprightly, and worketh righteousness, and 
speaketh the truth in his heart.” This, then, is the task for men who love 
freedom: to be free to know God.

Staff to Hear Inside Story 
Of "Passage to Freedom" 

LT Thomas A. Dooley, dynamic young Navy doctor, hero of the Navy’s 
“Passage to Freedom” and author of a new book, “Deliver Us From Evil,” 
will speak in the Community Service Building auditorium Monday at 1330 
to all officer, enlisted, and civilian staff members who can be spared from 


their duties. 

Doctor Dooley, discharged from the 
service as a PhM2 in July 1946, com- 
pleted his premed studies at Notre 
Dame University, spent a year at the 
Sorbonne in Paris, and was gradu- 
ated from St. Louis University School 
of Medicine in 1953. After serving 
his internship at USNH, Camp Pen- 
dleton, he was ordered to the USNH, 
Yokosuka, Japan, and a month after 
his arrival there reported to the USS 
MONTAGUE to begin ten months of 
experience such as most Americans, 
fortunately, do not gain in a lifetime. 

“Passage to Freedom” was the 
Naval operation in which hundreds 
of thousands of French Indo-China 
refugees surrounded by the com- 
munists were moved into turbulent 
Haiphong, a small free zone in Com- 
munist North Viet Nam. After the 
refugees were evacuated, Dr. Dooley 
was sent ashore to serve as French 
interpreter and medical officer for a 
preventive medicine unit. Some 14,000 
a day were processed at a camp 
where LT Dooley was for months the 
only doctor. 

The 29-year-old medical officer, on 
a lecture tour for the Navy, has 
spoken more than 50 times in as 
many cities and is booked solid for 
talks throughout the country until 
the end of May. His book, which was 
scheduled to go on sale about 1 April, 
is condensed in the April Reader’s 
Digest, and a motion picture based 
on his story will be filmed in Saigon 
before the end of the year. 

For his service in Indo-China the 
Lieutenant wears that country’s 
highest award, the “Officer de l’Order 
National de Viet Nam,” presented 
him by Ngo Dinh Diem, president of 
Viet Nam, and the Legion of Merit, 
presented by the Secretary of the 
Navy of the United States. 

Dr. Dooley’s home is in St. Louis, 
Mo. Since returning from Yokosuka 
last November, he has been attached 
to U. S. Naval Hospital, Bethesda. 
Md., for residency training in ortho- 
pedics.

The impulse to blame others is a defensive measure so ingrained in our 
nature that psychologists say if you want to find out a man’s weakness, 
note the failings he has the quickest eye for in others.

He was told to place 
a goose feather on each doorstep in the village. The next day Mohammed 
said, “Now go and collect the feathers.’’ 

The man protested, “That's impossible — a wind blew all night and the 
feathers are scattered beyond recall.” “Exactly,” said Mohammed, “and 
so it is with the reckless words you spoke against your neighbor.” 

A recent poll of American Clergymen brought out four simple rules for 
overcoming the habit of judging others. 

First: Be sure you know all the facts, so that your evidence is not merely 
circumstantial. 

Second: Remember that, however certain another’s guilt may seem, there 
may be extenuating circumstances. Remember the Indian’s prayer: “Great 
Spirit, help me never to judge another until I have walked two weeks in 
his moccasins!” 

Third: Give your habit of judging others a “reverse twist” by focusing on 
the gTaces of people, not their faults. 

Fourth: Leave all judgments of others’ sins to God. Arrogating to our- 
selves the function of the Deity is as presumptuous as it is irreverent.

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Father Connolly 
To Celebrate 
Silver Jubilee 

Sunday, 27 May, CDR James C. 
Connolly, CHC, USNR. Oak Knoll’s 
senior chaplain, will celebrate the 
Silver Jubilee of his ordination at 
1200 Mass in the chapel— an unusual 
event since priests of the various 
orders in the Catholic Chui'ch seldom 
celebrate their Silver Jubilee while in 
the Service. This is due to the fact 
that order priests, being Reservists, 
are permitted on active duty only 
during time of war. With the cessa- 
tion of hostilities they return to their 
respective orders. However, due to 
the shortage of Catholic chaplains in 
the Armed Forces today, Pope Pius 
XII has permitted many of the 
Catholic religious order chaplains to 
remain on active duty. 

Father Connolly was ordained on 
15 June 1931 in Washington, D C., by 
the late Archbishop Curley, DD. 
Shortly after World War II he vol- 
unteered for duty with the Navy and 
was commissioned a lieutenant in 
the Naval Reserve on 5 May 1943. He 
served at the Naval Hospital, Great 
Lakes, and aboard the USS St. 
Louis Ct 49, aboard which he saw 
action at Guam, the Philippines. 
Okinawa, and China. His Command- 
ing Officer received the formal sur- 
render of Formosa, being skipper of 
the first combat vessel to enter those 
waters in more than half a century. 

Father Connolly was commended 
or his care of the dead and wounded 
fifter the St. Louis was hit by two 
Kamikazes in the Philippines. 

In June 1946 Father Connolly was 
returned to inactive duty and re- 
j*Jtned his duties as a Dominican 
Missionary Father in New York City, 
out with the beginning of the Korean 
conflict he again volunteered for 
ac tive duty and in April 1951 was 
ordered to NAS, Norfolk. Va. He has 
ince served aboard the USS WASP

In 
World War I in Aberdeen, Wash., she 
did volunteer work in production and 
home service with ARC, sang with 
a YWCA-sponsored entertainment 
group, and after the Armistice, be- 
came Executive Secretary of Aber- 
deen Chapter, where volunteer serv- 
ice in social work was developed, 
nursing service established, and a 
local welfare agency organized. 

Two years later, when Red Cross 
professional services were discon- 
tinued, Miss Adams became executive 
secretary at a newly-established 
tuberculosis sanatorium in Elma, 
Wash. She worked as private secre- 
tary and manager for a large busi- 
ness firm in Aberdeen and eventually 
went back to Milwaukee-Downer to 
serve as assistant to the dean and 
as public relations representative.

If we would keep in love with life, then we must 
first of all lay hold of the eternal truth that there is nothing in God’s uni- 
verse that can enslave life and deprive it of its glory and freedom. To be 
sure, there are trials and difficulties. Life is full of them. Again and again 
we are tempted to accept the theory that we have been predestined to be 
the victims of a conspiracy of wicked circumstances.

The novel that stands high on the 
list of recent offerings in the book 
world and one that will rank among 
the author’s big best sellers, is Pearl 
Buck’s IMPERIAL WOMAN. It is the 
story of a seventeen year old girl, 
Orchid, who was one of the sixty 
Manchu virgins presented for the 
Emperor’s delectation, and who lived 
to become Empress of China and rule 
with an iron hand. Another fine his- 
torical novel of the time of Augustus 
Caesar, and one that combines a 
stirringly dramatic story with mature 
characterization is Gregory Solon’s 
THE THREE LEGIONS. In Henry 
Treeoc’s THE GREAT CAPTAINS we 
have a powerful novel of a little 
known period in English history, 
when darkness had descended on the 
Island of Britain and the glory of 
Rome had vanished. To represent 
American history we have John 
Brick’s JUBILEE, in which Sher- 
man’s march to the sea is the back- 
ground for a novel about Jeff Barnes 
whose military zeal exceeds his love 
for his wife and family. 

Among the modern novels that 
have reached us during the past 
month, we would like chiefly to 
recommend Irwin Shaw’s LUCY 
CROWN, a novel that probes relent- 
lessly but compassionately into the 
life history of a woman in pursuit of 
love. And without doubt the best 
German novel to come out of the 
second world war is the book by Hans 
Hellmut Kirst, THE REVOLT OF 
GUNNER ASCH. Rich in humor with 
which the author spices his descrip- 
tion of the senseless tyranny of the 
German noncom, the book has also 
a tender story of Asch’s love that 
even the bitter soil of barracks exist- 
ence could not kill.

Three Years a POW

Becomes POW 

May 1941 began the period in Miss 
Adams’ life that she would be least 
happy to live over. Called back into 
Red Cross as a social service worker, 
she was assigned briefly to Letterman 
Hospital and Fort Ord and in Octo- 
ber was sent to the Philippines, the 
first woman ordered overseas by ARC 
to develop the Red Cross program at 
army hospitals. Work had just start- 
ed at Fort William McKinley when 
war was declared. The day after the 
fall of Corregidor Miss Adams was 
taken prisoner and for almost three 
months at Santa Scholastica College 
(converted to a prison) she was the 
only woman. There she organized a 
sports program and a library, and 
with the help of two chaplains, 
planned an entertainment program 
— frequently cut short by Japanese 
bayonets when the audience regis- 
tered too much pleasure. She organ- 
ized classes and taught English, 
shorthand, and German. Transferred 
to Santo Tomas prison, she worked 
at the largest of four hospitals, serv- 
ing as liaison between medical staff 
and Japanese officials. 

Without Lipstick — a Bronze Star 

Miss Adams’ experiences as a POW 
would fill a good-sized volume, but to 
date, the only published record of 
this part of her life is a small book 
of verse called ’’Life Without Lip- 
stick,” which she sent as a Christmas 
greeting to fellow prisoners after 
their safe return to the states. It does 
not record the fact that for her serv- 
ice at Santo Tomas, the Army award- 
ed her the Bronze Star Medal. 

At Oak Knoll since early 1945, Miss 
Adams has been friend and counse- 
lor to patients and staff. Under her 
supervision professional and volun- 
teer Red Cross workers have provided 
innumerable services to patients, and 
because of the quality of services pro- 
vided, this hospital has served as a 
training center for Red Cross work- 
ers now assigned to other hospitals 
throughout the United States and 
overseas.

Navy, Marine 
Corps Medal 
For LT White 

LT Lloyd R. White, Jr., critically 
injured when disaster hit the USS 
POMODON at San Francisco Naval 
Shipyard on 20 February 1955, has 
received the Navy and Marine Corps 
Medal for heroic conduct in attempt- 
ing to save members of the crew 
trapped inside the submarine. 

“Immediately after the first ex- 
plosion, LT White, Executive Officer 
of the submarine, assumed charge of 
damage control operations in the for- 
ward torpedo room without accept- 
ing the delay of donning a breathing 
apparatus,” the citation accompany- 
ing his medal read. “Although al- 
most overcome by dense fumes, he 
accomplished what could be done in 
fighting the file with carbon dioxide 
flasks and then secured the bulkhead. 
Following this action, he organized a 
party to clear the watertight door 
between the forward battery and the 
control room which was obstructing 
all efforts to rescue two shipmates 
who were trapped in the forward bat- 
tery as a result of the explosion. Tak- 
ing direct charge of the operation 
from the bridge and conning tower, 
he continually exposed himself to the 
dense smoke and noxious fumes in 
order to maintain communication 
with the party below. While proceed- 
ing from the bridge to the conning 
tower, LT White was critically in- 
jured by the blast of a second 
explosion. Lieutenant’s White’s out- 
standing courage and inspiring ac- 
tions throughout were in keeping 
with the highest traditions of the 
United States Naval Service,” accord- 
ing to the citation, signed by Secre- 
tary of the Navy Charles S. Thomas. 

LT White miraculously survived 
while death claimed the lives of five 
of his shipmates. With severe burns 
and multiple injuries, including frac- 
tures of his left thigh and right upper 
arm. he remained in critical condi- 
tion for several weeks. His badly 
damaged left leg failed to respond to 
treatment, and after fighting for 
months to save it, doctors decided 
amputation was necessary. That was 
last September. 

Today, LT White is walking with 
an artificial leg and hoping to remain 
on active duty. A career Navy man. 
he hopes to be assigned to an engi- 
neering job involving construction 
and repaii- of submarines. Oddly 
enough, he Is a “second generation 
amputee.” His father lost his leg as 
a result of a railroad accident in Au- 
gust 1942. An official on the Missouri 
Pacific railroad, he had worked all 
night and was inspecting the rail- 
road yards in the half darkness of 1

We are all in greater or lesser degree the creature of moods. We have mel- 
ancholy moods, joyous moods, generous moods, thrifty moods, materialistic 
moods, but we all have them, no one ever escapes the operation of what in 
its way is a kind of tidal law. Perfect equanimity of spirit is very rare. Even 
the individual who is supposedly always even-tempered is a myth. 

We all know the mood of spiritual unrest and depression. There are times 
when it covers us like a cloud. The words of the spiritual, “Sometimes I'm 
up. sometimes I’m down. Oh. yes Lord,” seem to describe us all. There 
are many who would volunteer advice on the mastery of these moods. Some 
say a round of golf, the mind turned on the troubles of others less fortunate 
than ourselves, a good turn done to somebody, keeping our moods to ourself. 
They may serve some useful purpose, but in the real test they are ineffectual. 

In dealing with our moods — that is, with what in the final analysis are 
spiritual maladies — we are shortsighted. The poverty of our resources is 
seen in the remedies that we propose, a change of diet, scene, a sedative 
or a stimulant. For the deeper maladies of the soul, for the restlessness due 
to rootlessness, for the person who realizes that he is not the person that 
he wants to be, these things are not the answer. 

What then may be said to be the lasting remedy? It is only common sense 
to let the great Pilot take the helm when the storms come. Ask Him to 
provide you with the resources that you lack — the ability to pull yourself 
together, a faith to live by, something worthwhile to follow and to serve. 
Why do everything in the world to find health, happiness and peace except 
heed the deepest cry of your soul — the cry of the restless for rest, the cry 
of the prisoner for freedom, the cry of the wanderer for home and the cry 
of the soul for God?

Soviet Government Pays 


Bering Sea Survivors 


Chief Elmer Janke Gets 
Check for $ 1 2,500 

Three Oak Knoll patients have re- 
ceived checks representing then- 
share of the compensation paid by 
the Soviet Government for the attack 
on the Navy Neptune patrol plane 
over the Bering Sea on 22 June 1955. 

Elmer R. Janke, AJLC. miraculously 
alive but severely burned, received 
$12,500. Janke has had seven plastic 
surgery operations on his face and 
hands and probably will need as 
many more before he is ready to leave 
the hospital and return to civilian 
life — perhaps to school for special 
training in electronics. 

Edward Benko, AT2, whose left 
upper arm was badly damaged by 
Russian machine gun bullets, re- 
ceived $6,200, and Donald Sonnek, 
A02, received $6,000 compensation 
for severe burns of his hands and 
head. Benko is soon to be retried 
from the service, but final decision 
concerning Sonnek’s disposition has 
not been made. 

Thaddeus Maziarz, AD2. who re- 
cently returned to limited duty with 
his squadron at Alameda, received 
$6,250. His right lower leg and ankle 
were fractured when he jumped from 
the cockpit as the plane crash-landed 
and burned. LTJG David D. Assard, 
navigator of the plane, who returned 
to duty last after burns of both hands 
had healed, received $3,000. 

Two other patients who arrived J 
with the group last 3 July — Martin 
Berg, A02, and Charles Shields. 
AT AN — were transferred to duty at 
Alameda several months ago. Berg 
is now serving at Pensacola, Fla., 
and Shields, discharged from the 
service in December, is at home in 
Clawson, Mich. Amounts they re- 
ceived are not known.

Elmer R. Janke, ALC, last week was the happy recipient of a check for 
$12,500 paid him through the State Department by the Soviet government 
as compensation for injuries he received when his Navy Patrol Bomber was 
shot down over the Bering Sea in June 1955. The chief wasted no time 
banking the cheek, earmarked for a new home in Milwaukee. Equally 
pleased at this prospect are his pretty blonde wife, Nellie, Margaret, 5 (be- 
side her mother), twins David and Diane, 7, and Ellen, 9.

Sometimes Corpsmen Are Movie Actors- 
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Navy's "Loblolly Boy" a Jack of All Trades

on his sleeve does not necessarily take 
care of the sick, though this often 
happens. But he always knows how, 
for in addition to his weeks in corps 
school, he attends regular classes in 
nursing procedures after he is as- 
signed to hospital duty. Daytimes he 
may wear a policeman’s star and as- 
sist the Security Officer in disciplin- 
ing wayward shipmates. Nighttimes 
he may be assigned to a special watch 
over a patient in an oxygen tent. A 
corpsman is competent in peace and 
courageous in war, where he has con- 
sistently served — many times died — 
with valor. 

Hospital corpsmen, who will mark 
the 58th anniversary of the founding 
of their corps on 17 June — at work as 
usual — were first known as “loblolly 
boys” — loblolly being a kind of gruel 
served to the sick. They have since 
been known as “nurse (male)”, “bay- 
men,” “surgeon’s stewards,” and 
“pharmacist’s mates.” 

Today a corpsman may answer to 
“Doc” or “Mac.” Or something like 
“Hey, Bonecrusher!” may be his sum- 
mons. He'll come, for patience is one 
of his virtues. Whatever or however 
a corpsman may be called, he has the 
respect of patients, doctors, and 
nurses, and though he would be the 
last to admit it, he is often accused 
of being an angel in disguise. 

The Hospital Corps, composed en- 
tirely of enlisted and ex-enlisted per- 
sonnel today numbers more than 
23,000. Some 500, including Hospital- 
men (W), as Waves are designated, 
are on duty at Oak Knoll. 

As in other medical installations 
throughout the Navy, the hospital- 
man is a “jack of all trades.” He is a 
ward corpsman. He burps and bottle- 
feeds babies, draws blood from volun- 
teer donors, works with doctors in 
surgery. He X-rays ailing organs, 
puts broken bones in casts, examines 
tissue specimens in the lab, does 
electrocardiograms, treats psychiatric 
patients. He is concerned with food 
and finance; does medical photog- 
raphy, keeps records. He acts as life- 
guard at the swimming pool, as ath- 
letic director, manager of the EM 
Club, is a mainstay of Educational 
Services, drives the mail truck, works 
in pharmacy, serves as chaplain’s 
assistant.

Another Birthday 
— 14th For Good 
Ship OAK KNOLL 

Ghosts of golfers who once played 
cn these knolls may walk here Sun- 
day. for it was on 1 July 1942. exactly 
fourteen years ago, that the Oak 
Knoll Country’ Club was “sworn into 
the Navy” and patients and staff 
.took over from the divot diggers. 

Formerly a playground for local 
businessmen, the 183-acre country 
club was turned into a receiving hos- 
pital for casualties from the South 
Pacific in a matter of a few months. 
Six ward buildings with a capacity of 
204 beds were ready when CAPT F. 
E. Porter, MC, USN, of Berkeley 

• (called back from retirement for this 
purpose) commissioned the hospital. 

Building continued steadily until 
1945, all construction planned to en- 
dure lor a 10-year period — the present 
status of the hospital proving the old 
Navy saying that “there is nothing 
so permanent as a temporary' Navy 
building.”

On January 1951 the dormant San 
Leandro Naval Hospital, a psychi- 
atric center in World War II, was 
. annexed to Oak Knoll, bringing the 
total area, of the hospital to 346.76 
• . r es and the number of buildings to 
193. Greatest change in the hospital’s 
■over-all appearance came in 1949 
when, to quote the OAK LEAF of 2 
July 1949, the "mining camp in the 
foothills” became “antiseptic white.” 
Printing the natural redwood build- 
12. tags was a Job that took more than 
five months. 

During its fourteen years of faith-

Passive Defense 
Plan Established 

Like the bullet the soldier never 
hears, disaster could strike here to- 
morrow — or even today. It could be 
the act of an enemy nation; it could 
be inflicted by nature. 

Your chance for survival in such 
an event will depend on you and all 
the members of the hospital crew; 
and the crew’s effectiveness w'ill 
hinge on cooperation and planning. 

Training for disaster is possible at 
only one time: beforehand. That’s 
why Oak Knoll’s Passive Defense 
Plan, similar to the community’s 
Civil Defense Plan, is so important 
to your welfare. 

Headed by CAPT A. C. Abernethy, 
the hospital’s Passive Defense Plan- 
ning Board includes CAPT R. S. Sil- 
vis, MC, USN, CAPT J. D. Walters, 
LT F. T. Pierce, Jr., LCDR F. E. 
Stewart, who has been acting as liai- 
son between the hospital and the 
community in civil defense activ- 
ities, LCDR G. W. Morrison, LCDR 
E. N. Grover, LCDR J. W. Stephens. 
LT H. E. Stone, and George Delmar. 

This group has been making plans 
in cooperation with the community 
organization and this week issued its 
first notice concerning the defense 
organization for civilian employees 
on the compound, and basic plans in 
connection with Hospital Instruction 
3440.1 will be announced in coming 
weeks. 

All departments will be instructed 
so that every individual will know 
exactly what to do to insure “self 
preservation” if disaster should 
strike. 

Right now — Do you know the air 
raid warning signals? Is your build- 
ing a suitable shelter? If not, where 
is the best shelter nearest you? 
Would you know when it’s safe to 
leave a contaminated building? 

The hospital’s plan is in line with 
standardized planning throughout 
the Navy. The instructions set up 
the necessary organization and out- 
line action to be taken in event of 
an attack warning, after an attack, 
or in a natural disaster. 

It provides for recovery measures 
on the compound and tells what as- 
sistance Knollites will offer other 
nearby military bases or civilian com- 
munities, should the disaster not af- 
fect the compound itself. 

Hospital units will be prepared to 
offset damage from fire, explosion, 
panic, various types of contamina- 
tion, workers trapped in debris, 
snarled traffic, loss of electricity, 
communications, water and sewer- 
age. 

The primary “nerve” in the basic 
plan is the Command Control Cen- 
ter, located in Building 101 and

Nimitz' 
Speech Delivered 
By Commandant 

Despite the fact that Fleet Admiral 
C. W. Nimitz was unable to attend, 
the intern graduation program was 
marked with dignity and more than 
a little gold braid, a substantial part 
of it on the sleeves of the 24 doctors 
and dentists who made lieutenant 
just in time for the ceremony. 

The Fleet Admiral, who was to 
have delivered the main address, was 
called to Washington to serve as 
honorary pallbearer at funeral rites 
for Fleet Admiral Ernest J. King. He 
expressed his deep regret at being 
unable to be here for the occasion 
and asked RADM J. R. Ftedman, 
Commandant of the Twelfth Naval 
District, who was already slated to 
present the certificates, to read the 
speech he had prepared. 

“As one who has served as a line 
officer since 7 September 1901, I wel- 
come all of you as members of that 
fine organization — The U.S. Navy — 
which has played such an important 
part in the defense of our country. 
Our Navy faces a bright future with 
resolution and determination — not 
only to maintain the established high 
standards but to add luster to an 
already proud heritage of service,” 
the Admiral said. 

He stated that the need for a Navy 
is even greater than ever before be- 
cause of our world-wide commit- 
ments to our friends and allies and 
because of the necessity of supporting 
U.S. Forces and Bases overseas. He 
spoke of the inefficiency of gas war- 
fare, bacteriological warfare, poison- 
ing of food or water supplies, but 
recognized the necessity of producing 
such weapons in order to be able to 
retaliate instantly if necessary. 

"We have reached some kind of 
stalemate and it appears to me we 
are nearer to some kind of agreement 
to outlaw such weapons than appears 
on the surface,” Admiral Nimitz said. 

He urged the new doctors and 
dentists “to consider carefully the 
manifold paths which lie ahead. It is 
natural and proper to be ambitious 
and to seek success in careers both 
rewarding materially and rich in 
satisfaction. There are, of course, 
many such fields of endeavor but I 
am competent to advise only on one 
— service in our regular Navy, where, 
I will be the first to admit, material 
rewards are not as great as in some 
other fields — but where service is 
completely honorable and can be rich 
in satisfaction.” 

RADM F. c. Greaves, Inspector of 
Pacific Coast Medical Activities and 
District Medical Officer, spoke on the

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There are people who can identify many kinds of flowers by their fra- 
grance. They can detect lilies, and roses, even several varieties of roses, 
simply by the odor. Most of us, I’m sure, could tell whether we are in a pine 
forest or an oak forest. We can tell whether we are passing a field of new- 
mown hay, or hay that has been seasoned for some time. Likewise most of 
us can tell when we are in the presence of a true follower of Christ, by the 
fragrance of his virtues. There is something about his smile, his walk, his 
language, that marks him as one who is trying to follow Christ. 

Virtue makes us confident, for it assures us of God’s good pleasure. 
It gives us joy which nothing else can even promise. Besides, it earns for us 
also our fellow beings’ respect. A laborer looks forward to the wages which 
his work merits; for that work is worth those wages. And thus can a man 
of virtue look forward to the reward of his effort. Good name is a treasure 
to which nothing else can be compared. It is better than money. The pleas- 
ure w’hich we derive from seeing others virtuous is a sort of reflection of 
the pleasure God derives from the same source. There is nothing He 
prizes more or delights in more than a person, a creature of His handiwork, 
to whom He has given free will, and who uses that free will only for the 
practice of virtue. Thus, to endeavor to please those around us by virtuous 
deeds is an easy means whereby we may the more surely please God Him- 
self. All of us ought to be representative Christians. There ought to be 
nothing in us but what agrees with the ideals of holy religion. In other 
words, we ought to represent well our holy religion, so that others can see 
it, as it were, shining in us. LCDR William J. Spinney

Nonresidents of California Required to 
Obtain State Driving Licenses 

Nonresidents of California are required by law to obtain a license to drive 
a motor vehicle in California. EVEN IF THE VEHICLE BEING DRIVEN 
HAS OUT-OF-STATE TAGS, as follows: 

(a) Within 10 days immediately following entry into the State, if under 
21 although licensed to drive in home state. 

< b ) Within 30 days if over 21 and home state does not require licensing 

of operators. 

(c) Within one year if over 21 and in possession of valid license issued in 
home state. 

Many service personnel (probably unintentionally) are violating this law. 
This has been revealed to the Legal Officer time and again in the past yeai 
in connection with requests for information as to the protection ol non- 
residents under the Soldiers and Sailors Civil Relief Act for license citations 
in such cases that there is no protection in the Act against such exercise of 
“police power” by California. The erroneous belief is quite often expressed, 
“I didn’t think a California license was required because (of being) (my 
husband being) in the Service and having out-of-state tags on the car. 
Particularly affected are minors who are given only 10 days to get a Cali- 
fornia license, and who are perhaps otherwise most frequently stopped by 
the police. 

The fine usually imposed in the Oakland Traffic Court foi license viola 
lions is $10 Exceptions are made for bona fide tourists, but ignorance 
the law'” is otherwise no excuse. A word to the wise . . .!

"IS LIFE WORTH LIVING” 

In some religious philosophies the goal is extinction and it is felt that 
there can be no true happiness until death. Solon, the philosopher, ex- 
claimed, ‘‘Count no man happy until he dies.” The Christian philosophy 
requires that man thinx of the living of this life as worthwhile. However, 
length of life is certainly no yardstick for determining the worth of living. 

The man who is generally credited with the longest span of life is 
Methuselah. His age is given as nine hundred and sixty-nine years. He is 
mentioned seven times in various parts of the Christian Scripture. In six 
instances, his name is merely noted in a genealogical table. The other refer- 
ence includes not only his name but his age and the interesting fact, “and 
he died.” 

One of the shortest lives recorded in sacred writings was that of one who 
lived only thirty-three years. Yet the impression which Christ’s life made 
upon the world is immeasurable. Although his life was compassed by an 
obscure Palestinian province and seemingly ended as Methuselah's, in 
death. Yet none can say what it will yet accomplish. Limited to such a short 
span, we marvel at the unparalleled splendor of its achievements and the 
sublimity of its example. Between the Master and Methuselah there is really 
no comparison, and yet, looking at the record of Jesus, we may truly say, 
what a life! 

The comparison only reveals this fact: the value of life depends not on 
its extent, but rather on its intent and content. It is not duration, but the 
quality of our life that determines whether life is worth living.

Improved Benefits 
For Survivors 

A greatly improved survivor bene- 
fits program of far-reaching impor- 
tance to all Naval personnel and their 
dependents, a keystone of the Navy 
career incentive program, has been 
provided under Public Law 881, 84th 
Congress, approved by the President 
on 1 August 1956. The law will be- 
come effective on 1 January 1957. 

Key provisions applicable to both 
regular and reserve active duty per- 
sonnel include: (a) Increased com- 
pensation for un-remarried widow 
whose husband dies on active duty or 
from service-connected cause; ib) 
Modification of death gratuity to 
raise minimum payment to $800 and 
reduce maximum to $3000; (c) Full 
participation in social security with 
separate and added retirement bene- 
fits ( d > Simplification of administra- 
tive devices through which benefits 
are payable. 

The law further provides various 
options to insure that survivors may 
continue to receive benefits under old 
laws wherever advantageous to the 
survivor

Picture your milkman delivering 
1,296 quarts each morning. That’s 
how much milk patients and staff at 
Oak Knoll consume in a day. They 
eat 1.500 dozen (18.000) eggs a week. 
Six full-time butchers carve 4,000 
pounds of protein- packed beef car- 
cass and 1,200 pounds of veal sides 
a week, not to mention pork, ham, 
lamb, and poultry. Seven hundred 
pounds of potatoes are the noon ra- 
tion. and on days when spuds are on 
the breakfast and supper menus, 
1,300 pounds are consumed. On a hot 
summer day, Knollites eat a ton of 
watermelon at a meal. Twelve crates 
(840 pounds) of lettuce are tossed at 
the salad bars each day. Rolls and 
salt -free bread for special diets are 
made by the hospital bakers, in ad- 
dition to the 325 loaves of commer- 
cially baked bread used each day— 
with 90 pounds of butter. Two 80-gal- 
lon urns make Oak Knoll’s coffee — 
110 gallons for breakfast, 75 for the

Some 140 men and women and al- 
most as many machines produce 
three square meals a day for ap- 
proximately 2,000 patients and staff 
who take their meals here — twice as 
many as are served daily at the St. 
Fiancis Hotel — the Bay Area’s 
largest. 

As efficient as members of the Food 
Service staff themselves is the mod- 
ern equipment they use. Potatoes are 
peeled electrically — all but the eves 
which furnish employment for a pa- 
tient worker with his paring knife 
The spuds are washed in tubs big 
enough to bathe a seven-footer. They 
are sliced or diced by electricity, 
baked, boiled or mashed 50 pounds at 
a time. In the bakery a giant mixer 
stirs up 1.500 servings of cake at a

Admiral Greaves Here 
To Present Certificate 

At recent ceremonies held in Gen- 
dreau Circle RADM Frederick C. 
Greaves, MC, USN, District Medical 
6 fficer and Inspector, Pacific Coast 
Medical Activities, presented the 
Secretary of the Navy Award for 
Achievement In Industrial Safety to 
this hospital for the year 1955. Ad- 
miral Greaves made the presenta- 
tion for RADM J. R. Redman, 
Commandant of the Twelfth Naval 
District. 

This was the fifth time Oak Knoll 
has won the award. Previous years 
were 1946, 1951, 1953, and 1954. 

In making the presentation Ad- 
miral Greaves said that it has only 
been in recent years that BuMed ac- 
tivities have been qualifying for in- 
dustrial safety awards — “not because 
we were more careless of workers’ 
safety than other activities but be- 
cause doctors and corpsmen were 
more inclined to excuse people with 
minor injuries from all work until 
their wounds healed.” Today individ- 
uals with minor injuries are treated 
and returned to work with no loss of 
time, and hospitals, including Oak 
Knoll, now are making as fine safety 
records as other activities. 

Last year out of 1,327,200 man- 
hours worked the hospital had only 
four industrial accidents that re- 
sulted in loss of time by civilian em 
ployees and no accidents resulting in 
loss of time for military personnel. 

In closing his brief talk, Admiral 
Greaves read Secretary of the Navy 
Charles S. Thomas’ letter, which ac- 
companied the citation now on dis- 
play in the passageway outside the 
Executive Officer’s Office. 

“I commend you on the successfu 
operation of your safety program 
which has made this accomplishment 
possible ... I extend my congratula- 
tions to you and to all of your per 
sonnel who contributed to this ac- 
complishment, and I hope that you 
will continue to improve your Safety 
Program,” Secretary Thomas wrote 
in part.

and sterilized; everything in sight is 
swabbed down three times a day. The 
favorite piece of equipment in the 
department is a huge pot-and-pan 
washer that cost more than a Cad- 
illac and, in its way, is just as beau- 
tiful and efficient. 

Meals are served cafeteria style in 
comfortable, attractively furnished 
mess halls to those who can come 
and get it. For those who can’t, carts 
that keep hot food hot and cold food 
cold are carried by truck to ward gal- 
leys, where nurses and corpsmen take 
over. 


All Part of the Story 

Special diets are prepared in the 
diet kitchen for diabetic, ulcer, hep- 
atitis, and cardiac patients, as well 
as those with broken jaws and other 
injuries not conducive to normal eat- 
ing. These patients are served in a 
special dining room off the diet 
kitchen or on the wards, as indicated 
by the patient’s condition.

A man with a knack for 
being on hand wherever momentous 
events are taking place, he was on 
the Medical Service at the old hos- 
pital at Pearl Harbor on 7 December 
1941, and later became Chief of Med- 
icine at Mobile Hospital No. 2, es- 
tablished on Oahu to treat the many 
casualties arriving from other islands 
in the Pacific. In Plymouth, England, 
Dr. Weddell was the Medical Officer 
in Charge when a 300-bed hospital 
was set up just prior to the Nor- 
mandy invasion. In London he spent 
20 months as Medical ^Officer in 
Charge of a Navy Dispensary and 
later served as Staff Medical Officer 
for the Commander, Naval Forces, 
Europe. During the Korea War Cap- 
tain Weddell was Executive Officer at 
U. S. Naval Hospital, Yokosuka. 
Japan, at a time when the admission 
rate climbed to over 1000 casualties 
a day. Ordered halfway around the 
globe to organize and place in opera- 
tion a new station hospital in Naples, 
Italy, Oak Knoll’s new Exec found 
life more peaceful but none the less 
interesting. 

Second California Tour 

From Naples the Weddells re- 
turned to the states and Quantico. 
This is the Captain’s second tour of 
duty in California. He was on the 
Medical Service at USNH. San Diego 
from 1948 to 1950. 

Captain Weddell wears Navy Unit 
citation ribbons in recognition of his 
outstanding work in treating casual- 
ties at Pearl Harbor and at Yokosuka 
and a commendation ribbon for his 
service in the European Theater. 

Internal medicine is his specialty. 
He had postgraduate work at the 
University of Pennsylvania in 1938 
and in 1939 was a Special Fellow in 
Oncology at the Memorial Hospital 
for Cancer and Allied Diseases in 
New York City.

As we approach this campaign, 
let us remember that there is not necessarily a direct correspondence be- 
tween attending services and leading a better and richer life. It is hoped that 
while we worship we will also be led to examine our past conduct and im- 
prove our ways of living. But worship alone is not enough. 

How often have we heard men in high stations speak in terms of religious 
and ethical ideals, and yet contradict their avowed goals by the way in 
w r hich they live. This is especially to be borne in mind during the pre- 
election campaign when political fervor and political promises reach an un- 
wonted peak. We can learn more of a man by examining what he does 
than by scrutinizing what he says. In the words of an old rabbinic saying. 
“The principle is not the most important thing but rather the execution 
of that principle.” An ideal is meaningless until it becomes a part of our 
lives. 

Let us attend the church or synagogue of oux. choice, but let us also re- 
member to put into practice the ethical teachings of our religion. Only in 
this way can we ever hope to achieve for all mankind a world of freedom, 
justice and peace.

Downed Flyer 
Gets Air Medal 

Donald E. Sonnek, A02, has re- 
ceived the Air Medal for meritorious 
achievement in flight over the Ber- 
ing Sea on 22 June 1955, when he 
was one of seven Navy fliers wounded 
when their patrol plane was shot 
down by a Russion MIG. The medal 
and accompanying citation, signed 
by Secretary of the Navy Charles S. 
Thomas, were presented by CAPT 
Fitz-John Weddell, Jr., Executive Of- 
ficer. 

"Aware of the impending attack 
by hostile jet fighter planes, Sonnek 
warned his pilot, who immediately 
took evasive action, thereby avoiding 
sudden disaster.” the citation read. 
"With the-left engine and wing of his 
plane on fire during succeeding ac- 
tion by the jet fighters, Sonnek, al- 
though wounded along with other 
crew members, provided the pilot 
with valuable information concern- 
ing the condition of the aircraft and 
contributed materially to the success 
of the subsequent crsu:h landing on 
St. Lawrence Island. His outstanding 
skill and fortitude throughout were 
in keeping with the highest tradi- 
tions of the United States Naval 
Service,” the commendation further 
stated.

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Milton Keene in a recent article told a rather provocative story of a duck. 
The young duck found himself in a perplexing situation. Isolated from his 
companions on a wooden footbridge that spanned the familiar pond where 
he lived, he stood quacking nervously. The duck was waddling along on 
the footbridge when some people, who were watching the capers of the 
ducks in the pond, stepped upon the bridge, unmindful of the fact that 
they had blocked the avenue of escape for the duck. 

The nervous little creature simulated all of the symptoms of confused, 
nerve-ridden human beings as the feathered head turned one way and then 
another, as the quacking became increasingly pitiful. 

Beneath the duck, a meager five feet, stretched the quiet waters where 
his companions weie gaily diving, oblivious of his plight. One leap, assisted 
by his well-formed wings would have brought the distracted duck down 
among them. Once on the water, a natural aquatic skill would have served 
him well. The people would have let him pass among their feet if he had 
made an attempt, but he stood there immobile in his fright, frantically 
quacking. Finally, the people noticed the young duck’s plight and closed in 
upon him. The duck moved slowly closer to the edge and then with a 
frightened leap he did it . . . the thing that he could have done at any time. 

The leap brought the duck down on the water as gently as a feather float- 
ing in the air, and he swam away, the tremendous problem solved. 

The story is simple like a tale told to a child. But the implications are 
great. There are times when we feel like the bewildered little duck — times 
when we get all worked up over conditions that we feel are impossible of 
solution. And sometimes a kindly Providence pushes us to a decision to use 
the powers that a good God has given us.

Jay C. Vermilya brought her to Oak 
Knoll last May, she crept awkward- 
ly on uneven stumps, for "Susie” has 
a congenital absence of both legs 
and partial absence of the left hand. 

CAPT Thomas J. Canty and mem- 
bers of his staff studied the little 
girl’s case and soon produced a pair 
of "baby size" artificial legs, and 
while she was still in the diaper stage, 
she began to stand in normal posi- 
tion and to get around with the aid 
of a combination "walker” and play 
table constructed in the hospital’s 
Occupational Therapy department 
especially for her. 

“It wasn’t easy. You can’t explain 
things like this to a little kid,” Roger 
Rousseau, civilian orthopedic appli- 
ance technician said, recalling how 
Susie screamed the first few times 
they tried to fit her. “It took a lot of 
patience, both to construct just the 
right type of limbs and to get her 
used to the whole idea, but we all 
wanted to do a good job for her.” 
Paul Cavaiani, HMC, C. J. Judd and 
Norman Paschall, HMl’s, are other 
members of the Navy Prosthetic Re- 
search Laboratory staff, whose tech- 
nical skill and understanding of a 
small child’s fears helped Susie ad- 
just to her new status in life. 

When she left the hospital last 
week end, she could take several steps 
alone, and with one helping hand, 
could climb stairs, walk over sand, 
gravel, and stones. And when Susie 
said. "Wanna walk." there was al- 
ways a helping hand nearby, wheth- 
er she was at Physical Therapy for 
her daily walking training or “at 
home” in the Pediatrics Ward. 

The little girl’s father, now serving 
ac Fire Control Officer aboard the 
USS HELENA, was able to visit her 
occasionally, and last time he came, 
they walked together to Navy Ex- 
change and bought the red toy piano 
she wanted. It had been some time 
since she saw her mother, who was at 
home in Long Beach with the cou- 
ple’s six-year-old daughter and ex- 
pecting another baby in three weeks. 
But she has had plenty of tender 
care and affection during the neces- 
sary separation. 

Waves, corpsmen, nurses, and at- 
tendants on the Pediatrics Ward, 
who were responsible for Susie’s care 
20 of the 24 hours a day. walked her, 
worked with her, and taught her all 
the things a well-adjusted little girl 
needs to know. 

Marge Gwartney, HM3, took Susie 
with her on parties and outings off 
the compound so she would get used 
to meeting people. “She had a ’ball’,” 
Marge said, “and so did we. Our big- 
gest job during the months she was 
here was to keep her from getting 
‘spoiled’.” 


More than 50 people who will play

Chief Elmer R. Janke Receives Air Medal 


Elmer R. Janke, ALC, has received 
the Air Medal with accompanying 
citation from Secretary of the Navy 
Charles S. Thomas for his “meritori- 
ous achievement in aerial flight” 
when his plane was fired on by Rus- 
sian jet fighter planes over the 
Northern Bering Sea on 22 June 1955. 

Janke was serving as radioman in 
a Patrol Bomber plane during a rou- 
tine patrol mission, when the hostile 
craft attacked, wounding several 
members of the crew and setting fire 
to the left engine and wing. Janke 
"maintained radio communications 
and administered first aid to the 
wounded, and by his skill and cour- 
age throughout, contributed materi- 
ally to the success of the subsequent 


crash - landing on St. Lawrence 
Island. His actions were in keeping 
with the highest traditions of the 
United States Naval Service,” the 
commendation stated. 

The chief was severely burned 
about the face and hands as he made 
his way out of the plane.

Good 
influence is like good fresh air; it is easy to be healthy where the air is 
invigorating and pure; because the whole body, as well as the mind, partakes 
of the enlivening effect.

This Law Is For 
YOUR Protection 

The purpose of California’s Finan- 
cial Responsibility Law is to protect 
YOU and everyone in California from 
financially irresponsible owners and 
drivers of motor vehicles. 

V OU AS THE DRIVER of a motor 
vehicle may lose your privilege to 
drive 

AND 

YOU AS THE OWNER of a motor 
vehicle may lose your registration 
and license plates, the right to sell 
your vehicle, and in addition, be re- 
quired to store it 

UNLESS 

AT THE TIME OF AN ACCIDENT 
you are insured, or after an accident 
you are able to demonstrate your fi- 
nancial responsibility in one of the 
ways explained below. 

If you are in a motor vehicle acci- 
dent you must report if any one per- 
son has had his property damaged in 
excess of $100 or if any person has 
received bodily injury or has been 
killed. Ycu must report this kind of 
accident within 15 days to Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehieles, Financial 
Responsibility, P.O. Box 2431, Sacra- 
mento, California. The accident re- 
port must be made on Report Form 
SR-1 which may be obtained at any 
office of the Department, the High- 
way Patrol, or at local Police Depart- 
ments. This report is in addition to 
any other report you may make to 
the police or your insurance company. 

Even if you are not to blame for the 
accident you must report and show 
your financial responsibility. Blame 
for an accident can be decided only 
by a court. Usually a person shows he 
is financially responsible by holding 
an automobile liability insurance pol- 
icy for bodily injury and property 
damage. If you do not have a valid 
insurance policy, you may post cash 
with the State. The cash may be set 
at any amount up to $11,000 for any 
one accident. Cash deposited with the 
State is held in a Special Trust Fund 
Account. It is not a fine or a penalty. 
It may be returned to you unless the 
Department has to use it to pay a 
final judgment obtained against you 
by a person injured or damaged in the 
accident. 

The law has several ways by which 
you may show that you need not 
suffer suspension of your motoring 
privileges. These ways are: 

1. File Form SR-1A with the De- 
partment as evidence that you 
were insured for bodily injury and 
property damage at the time of 
the accident. 

2. File evidence with the Depart- 
ment of your having been released 
from liability by the injured or 
damaged persons. 

3. File evidence with the Department 
that all judgments that may arise 
out of damages or injuries sus- 
tained in the accident have been 
rendered in your favor or have 
been satisfied by you. 

4. File a duly acknowledged settle- 
ment agreement in favor of the 
injured or damaged persons or a 
notarized copy thereof with the 
Department. 

5. File evidence of payment by the 
other person’s insurance company 
for your property damage or bodily 
injury.

Oakland ARC 
Raising Funds For 
Hungarian Relief 

The dire plight of Hungarians in 
the aftermath of battle has touched 
the hearts of the American people. 
Everywhere in the United States has 
arisen the spontaneous question, 
“What can I do to help?” The urgent 
appeal of the American Red Cross 
for funds for Hungarian relief is the 
answer. 

Oakland Chapter Red Cross will 
help raise the $5,000,000 Hungarian 
Relief Fund, as the 3700 chapters 
throughout the country make the 
appeal directed by National Chair- 
man E. Roland Harriman.

The money will 
be used to pay a part of the stagger- 
ing costs of meeting the basic sub- 
sistence needs of between 50,000 and 
200.000 people still in Hungary and 
the vast number of Hungarian ref- 
ugees being sheltered and fed in Aus- 
tria and other countries of Western 
Europe. 

The Austrian Government has 
asked the League of Red Cross So- 
cieties to assume a major portion of 
the job of caring for these refugees. 
Directing the w r ork is Raymond T. 
Schaeffer, Red Cross staff member 
and former director of Disaster Re- 
lief. The American Red Cress is co- 
operating with some 40 sister soci- 
eties in other countries in the Hun- 
garian Relief program.
